DICKENS AND DORA 


Interesting Relics Which Were Recently Offered for 
Sele at Auction 


Greek codex of the four  Gos- 
pels, laboriously indited 1000 years 
ago, and a fan scarcely a quarter 


these curious antitheses, and en July 27, at Sotheby's 
Inake a strange company, yet auction juxtaposes 
these curious anthises, and on July 27, at Sotheby’s 
there were offered, alone with the true account of 
the relation blween Dickens and Do-a, venerable il- 
luminated manuscripts and flippant letters by Wilde 
and Whistler. ‘The fan is indeed a memento mori. 
It is that ‘Jubilee fan;"? sold for the benefit of the 
memorable Charity Bazaar at the luncheon party 
given by the Duke of Edinburgh on June 20, 1887. 
Signed by the rovallies of the time, it now reminds 
us of those who have passed away. Queen Victor- 
la, Kin Edward VII, the Emperor and Empress 
Frederick, King Christian, Leopold I1., Albert, King 
of Saxony, Carlo, King of Portugal, and the Duke 
of Clarence, The signatures of the King, then Duke 
of Yurk, Queen Alexandra, the Emperor William, 
as son of the Crown Prince, the King of Greece, the 
~Duke and pilfhess of Connaught,.and many others, 
combine {o give the fan extraordinary historic in- 
terest, 

The Dickens letters, privately printed for the 
Boston Bibliophile Society, proved the labors of Mr. 
Stonehouse and Professor Bakcr In eludicating the 
love story of the novelist and Marie Beadnell. The 
first set of letters, written in 1833, show the dramat- 
ic intenseness of an attachment doomed to ditap- 
pointment. Over twenty years afterward Dickens 
reopened the correspondence. In a touching letter 
he then wrote: ‘Whatever of fancy, romaiice, 
energy, passion, inspiration, and determination be- 
long to me, | never have separated, and never shall 
separate from the hard-hearted little woman—you— 
whom it is nothing to say T would have died for with 
alacrity. You may have seen in one of my hooks a 
faithful reflection of the passion I had for you, and 
may have thought it was something to have been 
ioved so well, and may have seen in little bits of 
Dora’ touches of your old self sometimes, and a 
grace here and there that may be revived in your 
little girl, years hence, for the bewilderment of some 
other young lover-—though he will never be as ter- 
bly in earnest as T and ‘David Copperfield’ were.” 
Mr. Stonehouse's M. S. notes help to identify many 
the originals of Dicken’s characters, notably Mr. 
Winkle.

The or- 
icinal manuscripts for portions of ‘“Dorlan Gray” 
and of “The Florentine Tragedy,” and the draft of 
the “Sphinx” need only be mentioned.

The letters from Whistler to Wilde restore us a 
little. Seeing his friend in Chelsea wearing a coat 
“befrogged and wonderfully befurred,” Whistler 
wrote, “How dere you? What means this un- 
seemly ca.nival at Chelsea? Restore these things 
to Nathan, and never let me see you again mas- 
querading the treets in the combined character of a 
degraded Kossuth and Mr. Mantalini.’—tlondon 
Daily Telegraph.

W Jews as citizens at the — laying 


of the corner stone of the new syn:- 
gogue at the corner of Grierson and Syndicate the 
other day, was well deserved. Their presence here 
in large numbers is of no small significance, as they 
have shown an unerring instinct in getting a strong 
foothold in cities with a great future in store for 
them. Weare too apt in our references to the Jews 
to indulge in the cheap witticisms of the comic paper 
and the variely stage. The record which they have 
made in the life of the Old Land is a sufficient ans- 
wer to their critics. An English magazine writer 
had some interesting observations to make recently 
in respect to them. Their outstanding features are 
temperance and peacefulness and love of home, he 
declared. They are English patriots, proud when 
mention is made of England's liberty, glory and tra- 
ditions. In the Boer War the number of Jewish vol- 
unteers was so large that it excited public comment.. 
There are 1,450 Jews in the Navy, Army Reserve, 
Territorials and Colonial Forces. This gives a pro- 
portion of one Jew in the force: to each 160 Jews 
of all ages. The Jews are profoundly religious. 
Jewish men attend services much more frequently 
than women. The Jews are divided into three re- 
ligious sects—Orthodox, Reform, and Liberal. The 
Reform Jews permit men and women to sit toge- 
ther, and use English for portions of the service. 
The Liberal Jews do the same, but make larger use 
of English; their most revolutionary innovation is 
that of holding their services on Saturday afternoon 
instead of Réorning. Anglicised Jews generally 
show less religious enthusiasm than the more recent- 
ly settled immigrants. There fs no criminal class 
among the Jews. The Jews received at prisons 
numbered 456 iu 1909, and one-half of these were 
cases in which imprisonment was suffered in default 
of payment of fines.

There are still a large number 
or rules of making a man out of 
a boy, unfortunately all provis- 
ions and formulas fail at times.

This 
side he keep carefully — trained 
and always towards his unsuspect- 
ing mother, tender hearted sisters 
and pious aunts. The reverse 
side is the young savage as the 
gang knows him, not as his fond 
mother regards him unless she has 


_ a pretty deep knowledge of boy 


nature, and can see through the 


' thin veneer and polished surface 


which the boy presents to his tou- 
chy relatives. Both sides of the 
boy are real and natural to some 
extent, only one is more so than 
the other. The boy if himself con- 
sulted .would probably allow that 
the little savage that is known to 
the gang, and which makes him- 
self known to the neighborhood 
as a young scamp is the real boy 
and his natural self. The other 
is something which he is compell- 
ed to be for purposes of making 
his life run more smoothly, but 
any way one takes them most 
boys are manly, sound of wind 
ie limb, wholesome and lova- 
ble.

of maintaining an orchestra than a chorus we can es- 
pecially appreciate. The writer, Mr. Gerald Cum- 
herland has this to say: 

All art is barren that does not enjoy a wide cir- 
culation, he says. The economic conditions of to- 
day are such that a vast quantity of fine music com- 
posed during the last {hree or four decades has never 
been either performed or published. Many musical 
manuscripts are studied and admired, but no pub- 
lisher can afford to publish them, and no society has 
the means to give them a performance. No artist 
o1 poet is in so bad a case as the composer of or- 
chestral music, for the expense either of publication 
or performance is absolutely prohibitive, save in ex- 
ceptional: cases. : Our modern ‘big: orchestras-are iy 
fact almost economic imipossibilities, for orchestral 
concerts :arely pay their working expenses. If the 
comparatively easy music for modest orchestras com 
posed before the year 1850 was as altractive to the 
public as the music which has been enmpesed dur- 
ing the last sixty years, the receipts would cover the 
costs and perhaps leave a margin of profit. Today 
the swollen orchestra favoured by modern compos- 
ers and the increased cost of rehearsal, not.to men- 
tion composers’ fees, swallow up all profit. Mod- 
ern music is not only avid of size, but it searches for 
complicated rhythms and difficult: passages which 
“cquhe arduous and prolonged study.

“hore! mue‘c, on the other hand, is inexpensive. 

In England we have the finest choirs in the world 
willing to give their services and pay a small sub 
scription in return for training. The majority of 
the members of thse choirs have no profund musical 
knowledge, but a few months of training in a choir 
is suflicient to produce excellent results. The ex- 
penses incurred by the purchase of music, the hire 
of a hall, and the salary of a conductor can almost 
be met by the subscriptions which the members con- 
tribute, and therefore the cost of upkeep of a choir 
of two or three hundred voices is not a tithe of the 
cost of an orchestra one-third the size. Why then 
have our composers not turned their attention more 
to choral music? The comparative indifference of 
the public toward this form of musical art has been 
one serious obstacle. This indifference has come 
into existence, we are told, as a natural consequence 
of the dominion of the personalities of Handel, Men- 
delssohn and Wagner. Such works as ‘‘The Mess- 
iah” and “Elijah” have too long been the staple 
food of choral societies, and the latter work espe- 
cially has been the standard by which the quality of 
other music has been judged. The influence has 
been retrograde. As to Wagner he refused to write 
for the chorus at all, and the whole trend of his work 
was to obscure the aesthetic value of the human 
voice when heard in combination with other voices. 
Thus choral music has not during the past cen- 
tury made progress proportionate to that achieved 
hy orchestral music; but now that the orchestra has 
reached the climax of its power and has become 
practically an economic impossibility, the creative 
f composers is being directed into channels 
where it may more quickly reach large masses of 
people This sudden growth of interest in choral 
music on the part of composers is in a large mea- 
ire due to the inception of the competitive festival 
movement, instituted as the result of the enthusiasm 
f Miss Mary Wakefield in 1885. At the outset the 
fest pieces vere those already available in print,

The Old Boys and Girls have taken a new pride 
in their birth-place. East and west have been 
drawn closer together, and profited each from the 
other’s point of view.
